IS VICTORY FOR EIGHTEEN 


Court Finds That Fair Profit Can Not 


Be Made for Low Rate — Increase of 
Travel Resulting in Less Than One 
Per Cent, While Abolition of Passes 


Increases Business Only Small Extent 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 8.— A not- 


nblc decision in favor of tlie railroads 
was handed down today by Judge Me- 
Pherson of the United Stales District 
Court, in the two-cent fare and maximum 
freight rate cases, 
involving 
eighteen 


Missouri lines. The railroads contend- 
ed that the rates fixed liy the statutes 
of the state were not remunerative but 
contiscatory, and that the enforcement of 
the statutes be enjoined. 
The 
state 


brought proceedings to have them en- 
forced. 


"The question," said Judge McPhcrson 


jn his decision, "is whether the traffic 
wholly within the State of Missouri gen- 
erally referred to in the evidence as. lo- 
cal traffic, can be carried 
under 
the 


freight rate stw.utc of IfiOT and the pas- 
senger fare statute of 190T at such prof- 
it as will give a reasonable return aft- 
er paying expenses upon the investment, 
w whether such traffic is carried at a 
loss or less than such reasonable profit. 
The court has reached the conclusion that 
,lpon this -uiostion the statutory rates 
lixcd by cither and both statutes arc not 
remunerative." 


Scads Must Prove Case 


Til giving the reasons for -such con- 


clusions the decision says: 


js- tliivt -there is a presumption both of 
"fact a'jid-'-oM»w in...favor of the. valid!-, 
ly of every legislative enactment. The. 
railway! companies have tho burden _ of' 
removing this presumption, and .showing 
Hint the statute clearly or as some courts 
say, palpably, and ,others say, beyond r. 
Toasonnble doubt, that the statute is in- 
valid, .jn these cases the Court has rcc: 
utilized" this rule. The authorities upon 
this question form a long and unbroken 
lino, 'with tho single exception of the 
majority opinion in the 
Pennsylvania 


case decided a year «£;/. 


"All testimony and 'argument bearing 


upon-the'question as to what cqnsider- 
ntion the legislature of Missouri gave-to 
these enactments, is utterly immaterial, 
Much was HftUl in argument as to the 
•message of Governor Hughes, of 
New 


York two years ago in declining to- up- 
prove the two-cent fare statute of that, 
state. Governor Hughes* had the moral 
courage to veto u measure of popular fa- 
vor because ns he believed the question 
had not been fully, considered. But the 
relations of a governor to proposed legis- 
lation, and those of a.court to legisla- 
tion consummated aro .entirely different. 


Not Question of Profit. 


"Most of laymen and ninny lawyers 


believe that the question is whether the 
railway company as «- system is earning 
sufficient revenue upon the value of the 
property of the system. 
They believe 


that' if tho Burlington. Santa FP, Wa- 
bash. or any other railroad system is 
earning such money as will pay all charg-. 
os «nd expenses including taxes nnd in- 
terest, with reasonable dividends to the 
stockholders, that state rates for state 
business must stand. Of course no one 
believes this who has given tho slightest 
attention to the question. 
That pre- 


cise question was before, nnd was decid- 
ed by. Justice Brewer, and affirmed by 
the Supreme Court. The only question 
is as to Missouri rates, less expenNes 
properly charged against the same. 


"The Supreme Court during the pres- 


ent year in tho fuse of City of New York 
v. Consolidated (las Company of Mew 
^Vork, decided that six per cent wns fair 
imd right to be given to the owners upon 
the true'vaUuitiosi. My opinion, is thut 
while a'gns plant is in some respects dif- 
ferent from a railroad, that a railroad 
property, properly built, nnd properly 
managed, should over and above expen- 
ses, make u return of six per cent per an- 
juini.

jieniws for, maintenance and operation, 
that-there" ifi less than six per cent of "re- 
turns, nnd not more tbn.n three per cent, 
upon any.of them and as .to sonv> of 
them u'deficit, taking :thp. property.-us 
above stated within'Hihft .State of .Mis- 
souri at its fair valuation.

Has Expert Testimony. 


. "It if absolutely necessary that many 
trains both passenger and freight do both 
a local and interstate business. Even the 
fast trains, stopping at but few stations 
in the state carry state passengers be- 
tween Niich stations. And the same is 
true as to-freight trains, carrying freight 
both in carload and less than carload 
lots. 


''The valuation of the roads has been 


fixed by the Court as shown by the. find- 
ing of fact. The entire state and inter- 
state earnings of each of the .roads with- 
in the state are known and fixed' to a cer- 
tainty.' The expenses aro known and 
fixed. 
To apportion 
these 
expenses, 


must -fee done according to one o; the two 
theories,.and the correct theory is that 
according to revenue. One theory or oth- 
er must bte applied to both freight and 
passenger expenses and the' Court should 
not adopt the one theory as to part, and 
the other theory as to another." The 
one theory is'helpful to the one side, and 
the other theory helpful to the other side, 
the one theory to the one side in freight, 
and the other'theory- to- the other side 
in passenger, .

"It being a legislative act, and not a1

•Judge McEhersou also says in the de- 


cision: "When .the statutes' in question 
were enacted, it was believed by many 
that by reducing the fare there would 
be much more travel. For a ruontli or so 
this proved to be true. But with the 
novelty gone, the testimony shows that 
the increase has been less than three per 
cent and more nearly one per cent." 


He says further as to the abolition of 


passes that the evidence shows the pas- 
senger revenue is increased by reason 
thereof Jess than one per cent.

Tlic city comp- 
troller shall e?.ch. month prepare and pre- 
sent to the council a "summary statement 
of the revenues and expenses of the city 
for thev preceding" month detailed by ap- 
propriations and funds and arranged in 
standard form, together with i balance 
sheet statement of the current liabilities 
of. such city at-the close of such month.

schedules together with a summary of 
the acts and proceedings of the council 
for such month shall be published 'in 
pamphlet form by the council who shall 
furnish copie's thereof to nil the news- 
papers of the city and to all persons who 
shall apply therefor.' 'At the end of each 
year the council shall cause a full and 
complete examination of all of the books 
and accounts of the city to be made by 
competent public accountants who shall 
report in full theYeon to the council. 
Copies of such reports shall be furnished 
by the council to all the newspapers "of 
the city and to all persons who shall ap- 
ply therefor. 


Section 92i5m—316. If, at the begin- 


ning of the term of• office of the first 
council elected under these sections, the 
appropriation for the expenditure's of the 
city government .for the current fiscal 
year have been made the council shall 
have- power-'by .ordinance 'to revise, re- 
peal, or change such .appropriations and 
to make additional appropriations.

925m—317.. No 
ordinance 


passed by the council of any such city 
except an ordinance for the immediate 
preservation of public peace, health, or 
safety which contains a statement of its 
urgency and is passed by an affirmative 
vote of three members of the council, 
shall go into effect within ten days from 
the time of its final passage and if during 
such ten days a petition is signed by the 
voters ot' such city equal in number to
